Wren the JOUBNAL has obtained 
the 


following Interesting Information: 


"The sagebrush contains a very large 


quantity of tannio acid. I have bad no 
analysis made to determine the rela- 
tive quantity contained In sagebrush or 
In willow or in oak bark, bet from my 
experiments I believe thai the sage 
contains much the larger proportion. 
In addition the sage contains a veger 
table oil that I am convinced can el8,6 
be used in tanning the finer qualities! 
of leather. The essential oil of the 
sage Is also valuable for medicinal 
purposes. It is used by the Indians 
and by some white people for a variety 
of ailments, being found especially 
valuable in cases ot mountain fever. 


"This oil also forms a valuable base 


in the manufacture of ink. The indel- 
ible variety oau be made from It. 


"There if no question but that tbe 


tannio acid of commerce can be oheap^ 
ly manufactured from sagebrush, the 
body of the brash being used for fuel. 
In this oonneotion I will state that by 
sagebrush I mean the Ma'ok'aage. The 
sage generally known by that name is 
not sage but arteiaisia or wormwood. 
'The botanist who accompanied Clar- 
ence King in his survey of the 40th 
parallel in this State describes about 
"thirty varieties of the artemisia ooour- 
ring near this parallel in Nevada. 


"Nut galls are somewhat expensive, 


and manufacturers of ink now use oak 
baric instead for procuring the tannio 
acid for the cheaper qualities of Ink 
base. 
" I at one time applied for a patent 


for the manufacture of ink for the ex- 
tract of sage, but it was rejected on the 
grounds that numerous patents had 
been issued for the manufacture of ink 
in which tannio acid formed the base. 
The attention of the chemist of the 
patent office was called to the fact that 
another ingredient had been used in 
the manufacture of the ink, for which 
no patent had ever been issued, where- 
upon the wise man of the patent office 
informed me throagh bis attorney that 
the ingredient that had been success- 
fully usbd by myself from the extract 
of snge, did not combine with tannio 
acid at all. Hence the refusal of let- 
ters patent."
